THE REVISION OF THE:OLD TESTAMENT 
READY FOR THE PRESS. 

On the 10th of February, 1870, now over fourteen 
years ago, a resolution was unanimously carried through 
both Houses of the Convocation of Canterbury to ap- 
point a joint committee “to report. upon the desirable- 
hess of a revision of the authorized version of the Old 





































But whatever the alterations may be, it is to be 
hoped that they may be expressed in pure, idiomatic, 
and excellent English. The New Testament revision 
is unhappily marred in many passages by an inappro- 
priate diction and an awkward, bungling style—a style 
more suggestive of Greek constructions than of simple, 
natural, and elegant idiomatic English. Its authors in 
learning Greek so thoroughly forgot in part their 
mother-tongue, and therefore gave to the world a ver- 
sion sadly handicapped with literary blemishes. Pos- 
sibly the Old Testament revisers have taken warning 
from the just criticisms which in this respect were 
showered upon the work of the colleagues, and ‘will 
give us a translation as beautiful and perfect in its lan- 
guage as it certainly will be learned and conscientious 
in its attempt to convey the very meaning and power of 
the inspired Hebrew. The entire Christian world 
looks with eager interest for this new rendering of 
God’s word, and is prepared to welcome it with joy and 
thanksgiving.— Christian at Work.

Mormondom has been recently deeply stirred by a 
double sensation; for within the limits of a single 
week two serious mishaps have befallen the Utah or- 
ganization. First, Judge Hunter, the United States 
Chief Justice of the territory, for two years had seemed 
more and more to favor Mormon law-breakers, and his 
term of office expiring, Judge Zane, of Springfield, II1., 
was appointed in his place. When the latter came to 
empanel his first grand jury he summarily rejected, not 
only all polygamists, but also all who believed that 
polygamy was right, and so secured fifteen men who 
desire to see the Edmunds bill executed. As a result, 
great consternation has seized all who are living in the 
practice of celestial marriage. Then, further, a start- 
ling case of apostasy from the Latter Day Church has 
just come to light. Five years ago a certain Seott 
Anderson met the elders in England, heard their plaus- 
ible story, and with all his heart embraced the gospel 
they preached. For two years the course of his new 
love ran smooth and his joy abounded. The first shock 
came at hearing from the lips of ‘Apostle’ Albert 
Carrington, president of the British Mission, “such 
language as befits only the lowest blackguard,”’ and 
further, at witnessing his disgraceful conduct in public 
toward a young lady. Abouta year ago Mr. A. emi- 
grated to Salt Lake, and then found, to his horror, that 
Brigham Young’s teachings that ‘Adam is our father 
and our God, and the only God with whom we have to 
do,’ was orthodox doctrine, as also blood atonement 
(7. e., shedding one’s own blood for redemption from 
certain sins otherwise inexpiable), and that polygamy 
was necessary to complete salvation. It was so that his 
faith was rudely shaken. Finally, when he could en- 
dure no more, he wrote an open letter to John Taylor, 
calm and candid in tone, but full of. plain statement of 
sickening facts, and asked that his name be stricken 
from the church rolls. In this letter he charges that 
leading church officials work upon the Sabbath; and in 
their speech are grossly filthy and profane. “John 
Smith, the patriarch,—one of the highest in the priest- 
hood,—is one of the heaviest smokers in Salt Lake.” 
“T never saw so much hypocrisy in my life as I have 
seen in Utah,” ete. With Judge Zane assailing the 


church trom without, and ‘Scott Anderson dealing 
ugly blows from within, it is not strange that signs 
should appear of trepidation and alarm.— The Inde- 
pendent.

THE STORY OF JESUS—No. 18. 


BY J. P. WATSON. 

37. The soul should be surrendered to Jesus. He who 
through theory has learned to know him, and then be- 
yond that has come to have an admiration for him, 
coupled with an irresistible love toward him, ought to 
find no difficulty in fully surrendering the heart to him. 

He that gives himself to the service of Satan most 
certainly makes a full personal surrender. Jesus should 
have as complete a consideration—he will aecept of 
nothing less. When Jesus met Magdalene he found 
seven demons in full possession of the temple of her 
heart. 

Here was a complete surrender to his satanic majesty, 
and yet I doubt if it was more complete than any man 
makes in sin. Satan is not satisfied with a partial sur- 
render. He may flatter us,as did the camel in the 
fable, who only wished.to enter his head into the sta- 
ble, but having gained partial he soon acquired com- 
plete admittance for the entire body. Satan thrusts 
Jesus out of the heart and then enters it himself. Once 
within the heart—occupying its throne solely—what 
eompleter surrender could he have or wish? No 
earthly throne is jointly occupied to-day. Russia has 
not two kings, nor Germany. Divided authority is hot 
the law of modern times, at least. Two Roman em- 
perors could sit upon the same throne, and on one oc- 
casion four, but such a state of things has no parallel 
in modern times. The feeling is too often that of the 
distinguished German, General Wallenstein, who, on 
being desired to divide his authority in command, re- 
plied, “I will never submit to a colleague in my office. 
No, not even if it were God himself with whom I would 
have to share my command.” 

God is too often ignored in matters of rule and au- 
thority, even where others are admitted to partnership. 
Not many men would adopt the language of the Ger- 
man general, but it well becomes satanic lips. Satan 
would not admit Christ to partnership in one single 
heart with himself. But as with Satan, so with Jesus 
—Christ will rule alone or not at all. Satan must go if 
Christ enters and abides. The heart must be wholly 
and only given to him. And this surrender of the 
heart to Jesus must be unconditional and absolute. 
Christ compromises with no man. Submission is the 
one word he presents to the soul as an ultimatum. 

Paul preached in the same spirit—‘‘Present your 
bodies a living sacrifiee.’’ This embraced the entire 
man—body, soul, and spirit. No part of the price 
must be kept back from him. Jesus gave himself, and 
we must do likewise. ° 

-The old Moravian seal represented an ox standing 
between the plow and the altar, with an inscription 
surmounting both, “Ready for either.’”’ Thus the sur- 
render of the heart must include submission to any 
service to which the Master in his wisdom may ap- 
point. His glory must be our ambition, and it should 
matter little to us what the way we go or the service we 
perfornronly so his glory be compassed. In our surren- 


der, the first consideration with Jesus is the yielding of to mention more than two—Marcus Aurellius and St. 
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self. Sometimes this is really all we have to yield, as 
was the case with a certain disciple of an ancient phi- 
losopher. It was the custom of the young men of 
Athens who listened to the instructions of Socrates to 
bring him an offering for his services—gold, silver, 
jewels, according to their ability. One morning, after 
the usual presentation, a youth who had nothing to 
give cast himself at the feet of the great master, say- 
ing, “O Socrates, I give myself to thee!” He would, 
if desired, be his willing slave forever. And for the 
sake of such companionship any one could well submit 
to the most menial form of service. Thackeray did not 
hesitate to say, great man as he himself was: “I would 
willingly have been the bootblack of Shakespeare for the 
privilege of looking the great man in the face.’ Per- 
haps a similar thought had John when he felt himself 
unworthy to unloose the latchets of Christ’s sandals. 

But in this surrender to Jesus all things else must 
be included. A man must yield himself and all that 
he has beside. Houses, lands, homes, and friends—al] 
must be surrendered for Jesus, and with self to Jesus. 
The man who gives his heart to Christ’s direction is 
inconsistent if he persists in the absolute control of his 
lands and his money. If Jesus can be trusted with the 
heart, why not with the horse, the house, and the wal- 
let? Men often make poor managers in worldly mat- 
ters, and Christian men for that, because they under- 
take to manage matters alone. 

When the people of Collatia were negotiating a capit- 
ulation to the Romans they were asked by Egerius, 
“Do you deliver up yourselves, your city, your fields, 
your waters, your temples, and your property, wholly 
into my power?” 

“We surrender all,” they replied. 

“Then,” said he, “I aecept you.” 

While in the above capitulation self was first, every- 
thing that pertained to self had to follow. Sometimes 
we seek to reverse the order, much as did the Indian 
chief when, through the missionary, he was negotiat- 
ing a surrender to Christ. He approached the mis- 
sionary and proffered his belt of wampum. That he 
would yield to Jesus for salvation. 

But “No,” said the missionary, “Christ will not have 
that.” 

So he returned with his rifle and the skins he had 
taken in hunting. He was told that those would not 
do. Again he returned and offered wigwam, wife, and 
child. This would not do. At last, sseming to realize 
more fully the situation, the Indian chief said, with 
tearful eyes, ‘Lord, take poor Indian.” ; 

The Indian could take with himself all things else, 
but he could not be represented by all things else. 

There is no humiliation in this personal surrender to 
Jesus. Indeed, it is a great honor to surrender to so 
illustrious a King. He never deputes another, how- 
ever great his station, to receive the sword of our sur- 
render. This honor, it it be one—and we can not but 
think he deems it so—he wholly reserves to himself. 
For us to pass a soul over to the Master, or prove our- 
selves instrumental in securing the surrender of the 
feeblest one, he would esteem a greater service than 
the bestowment of the crown of broadest empire upon 
his brow. 

Sometimes dignified commanders have protested 
against surrendering their swords of authority to men 
of inferior rank. Such was the case in a battle of great 
renown where the defeated general persisted in yield- 
ing his sword only to one of equal rank with himself. 
But the remarkable prowess of a subordinate com- 
mander entitled him to the honor of receiving the 
sword, in the eye of the victorious chief, and the sup- 
posed humiliation had to be accepted by the conquered 
general. 

No such feeling of humiliation as this can be imag- 
ined with him who in penitence of heart grounds the 
weapons of his warfare. The sword of surrender is in- 
variably received by the hand of the great Captain. 


38. There is absolute safety in Jesus. This consider- 
ation should make the matter of surrender to him all 
theeasier. The simple fact that he is deeply interested 
in us,and more profoundly so than any one of whom 
we have knowledge, should greatly rest and encourage 
the-heart. He cares for the body which he has fash- 
ioned that it may serve him well in earth, and then, to 
an infinitely greater extent, for the soul which tenants 
it, that it may honor him here and forever. 

The historian Guizot says a thing most remarkable: 
‘Among men who have ruled great states, it is not easy

the body, and shelter is possible for the latter ag well 
as the former, how unwise are we in not seeking it!

Accepting this as only, 
myth, tlie myth symbolizes a truth, and a blessed one 
as well. The lightnings of divine displeasure never {al] 
upon those who shelter themselves by the cross of the 
Christ. Jesus says, “Upon this Rock will I build ny 
church.” Every Christian man pertains to his chureh, 
and thus is really built upon the Rock. Other founda- 
tions may offer to us, but why accept them if they are 
less secure and really insecure foundations? Safety is 
the want of the soul, and this may be had only on the 
Rock. 

The Eddystone Lighthouse was first built by Wis- 
tonly of wood. He was proud of his structure, and 
used to sit in the balcony at its top and defy the mad 
waves which beat again&t it. It fell, however, at last, 
and he perished in its fall. The second was built by 
Rudgard, of wood and stone, but the fire devoured it 
and he perished in the flames. The last was built by 
Smeaton. He builded of rock, and from the rock, bolt- 
ing his house thereto. 

Let the house of our salvation be builded from the 
Rock and be bolted thereto by bonds of living faith, 
and the winds may blow, the rains descend, and the tor- 
rents roar and dash, but it will stand unmoved because 
the foundation is immovable, and nothing can break 
the infinite grip of the divine hand which holds it. 
In our security, however, very much depends upon the 
personal hold of our own faith. Christ holds fast to 
none who release their hold on him.

JOHN’S BAPTISM. 

Not for controversy, but for continued reflection. 
Suppose Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother, and other 
disciples of Jesus, were baptized by John before they 
became the disciples of Christ, was that Christian bap- 
tism? If so, why were some of those who received 
John’s baptism re-baptized? Would John’s baptism 
qualify them to baptize before they had been baptized 
in the name of the Lord Jesus? If the obvious inter- 
pretation of Acts 19: 5 be the true one, does it not fol- 
low that the baptism of John was not strictly “Chris- 
tian baptism?’ How,*then, could John’s baptism 
qualify for the administration of the baptism of Jesus? 
Jesus as King had the best right to qualify his disci- 
ples for the administration of his own Christian bap- 
tism. Doubtless he did by his own authority and prac- 
tice qualify them to baptize. 

“Born of water and of the Spirit.” John 3: 5. 

Those who say that this passage “has no reference to 
baptism whatever” do not agree with the ancient wri- 
ters in this regard. Hooker, as quoted by Words- 
worth, Yéitiarks: “Of all ancient writers there is not 
one to be named who ever expounded the text other- 
wise than as‘implying external baptism.” This ac- 
cords with the fathers, older Lutheran divines, Meyer, 
Tholuck, De Wette, Henystenberg, Godet, Webster, 
Wilkinson, and Owen (who explains, except ye receive 
the rite of Christian baptism). 

Rev. Aldert Barnes, in his notes on this passage, 
says: “By water here is evidently signified baptism. 
Thus the word is used in Ephesians 5: 26, Titus 3: 5.

BAPTISM. 


Bro. Coan,—Believing-that you will kindly give your 
views and the generally accepted belief of the Chris- 
tian Church upon an important question, I take the 
liberty to address you, hoping you will answer through 
the columns of the HERALD, believing the subject may 
be of interest to others who may besituated in like man- 
ner as myself. 

My parents were strictly orthodox in their belief, and 
consequently more or less of orthodoxy has been in- 
stilled into me. I am trying to live a Christian life 
and give what little influence I may possess to the 
Christian Church, believing it to be broad enough and 
large enough to take in all men upon its broad Bible 
platform. But in conversation not long since with 
some of the same household of faith upon the subject 
of baptism I find thereis a diversity of opinion. With-- 
out committing myself I wish to ask three questions, 
hoping that you may be able to help us in our differ- 
ence:

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CURCI CRUSHED. 


“Sad as angels for the good man’s sin,” who “weep to 
record and blush.to give it in,’ are many thousand 
hearts for Father Curci’s abasement. We had eome to 
look upon this brave old ex-Jesuit as a sort of heroic 
Luther, as one who might lead his fellow-priests to a 
purer and more rational faith. He.was attached to his 
church, and had no thought of harming it or of leav- 
ing it. He loved the Catholic faith, the Catholic sys- 
tem and Catholicusages; but he did not love its corrup- 
tions, its neglect of the Scriptures, its growing faith in 
Mary and the saints and images, its forgetfulness of 
Uhrist. He looked upon the doctrine of the temporal 
power as outworn and mischievous, and herein consisted 
his chief sin. His books were put in the Index Expurg- 
atorius: he was abused, humbled; he was pressed, to use 
the Pope’s language, “with warnings and with threats of 
greater and greater severity; he was all but stripped 
of his priestly prerogatives, and he was reduced to pen- 
ury. Yet he struggled on content, we were told, last 
summer, to suffer, if thereby he might accomplish 


‘something for Christ, his gospel, and his church. 


But the brave old priest has felt himself unable to 
bear the burden, even for the sake of posterity. He 
has succumbed to the power that forced Henry IV. to 
Canossa and humiliated many a king and proud prince. 
He has abjured the truth, and passed sentence on the 
honest offspring of his brain and heart. Driven by the 
terrors of the church, he delivers up his conscience 
bound to her keeping. It is a sad spectacle, whether we 
consider its personal or its ecclesiastical aspect. On the 
one side is a strong man forced on the rack to deny and 
denounce the inmost convictions of his soul; on the 
other, a church which calls itself the church of Christ, 
using its tremendous power to crush the individual con- 
science. But Curci is not the only victim. Pecci, his 
old friend, has been constrained as Pope by a will 
stronger than his own, to assume the attitude of a stern 
prosecutor. There is no doubt that Father Curci’s 
opinions are very similar to those held by Leo himself. 
When the latter became Pope, Curci still had his con- 
fidence, and visited him at the Vatican. But the Car- 
dinals are stronger than the infallible Peter, and they 
succeeded in banishing the old ex-Jesuit from the papal 
court. Feeling his isolation deeply, he attempted to 
make satisfaction to his ecclesiastical superiors; but 
his pen could not be idle, and he could not write against 
his convictions; so he struck with boldness and vigor 
at the Vatican regime, and deeply incensed the Ultra- 
montanes. All his books were condemned, and finally, 
in August last, the Pope himself wrote a letter to the 
Archbishop of Florence, Father Curci’s ecclesiastical 
superior, reciting the rebellious acts of ‘‘this obstinate 
man,” and denouncing his opinions. Says his holiness: 

“Considering all these thihgs, Venerable Brother, we 
feel a poignant sorrow for the great obstinacy of this 
man; and at the same time we are moved at_beholding 
such an evil example as must cause danger, especially 
for unheeding. youth. Truly we have given already, and 
we shall give again, proofs of a fatherly forbearance and 
gentleness; nevertheless it is our duty to maintain-the 
authority of the sacred councils, whose decisions we seek 
in the gravest affairs of the church, and to protect their 
dignity against injury and evil speaking.” 

Father Curci’s response has come quickly. In a let- 
ter which all the Catholic papers are publishing with 
varying comments, he retraets as follows: 

“From the letter of the Sovereign Pontiff to the Arch- 
bishop of Florence, dated August 27th, and communi- 
cated to me the fifth of the current month, having ac- 
quired the full and entire certitude that, in my three last 
writings, inserted in the Indez librorum prohibitorum, the 
legitimate ecclesiastical authority has found different 
things blamable, I deem it my duty to make the declara- 
tion which I desire may be rendered public. 

“In the name of the respect which I have always pro- 
fessed, and which I pxefess toward the Catholic Church 
and its visible Head, I reprove and condemn all that 
there is in these writings contrary to the faith, to the 
morals, and to the discipline of thechurch. And I wish 
that this may be- understood not only according to my 
private judgment, which I renounce heartily, but ac- 
cording to the judgment of those whom the Holy Ghost 
has placed to govern the church of God. 

“T hope that this singere expression of my sentiments 
will repair the scandal which I have given, and I trust 
that, on account of these sentiments, his holiness will 
receive with his former and paternal benevolence, as the 
last of his*#ons in Jesus Christ, the undersigned. 

“C, M. Curci, Priest.” 


Let it be borne in mind that Father Curci was not '’ 
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pressed to this retraction on account of his denial of 
any article of faith, or morals, or discipline of the 


Catholic Church. He professed himself a loyal son. 


It was simply because he insisted,.in his “Za Nuova 


Italia” and “‘Il Vaticano Regio,” on the spiritual char- 
acter of the church, and denied that the temporal 
power is necessary or desirable. 


We read that there is great joy in Rome over Father 
Curci’s submission, that the “holy father is particularly 
delighted,” and that hopes are entertained that Father 
Passagalia, another offender of the same sort, will be 
induced by this example to lay his conscience at the

ENTHUSIASM AND LOVE. 





We must have enthusiasm to do anything well. 
Common sense is not destroyed, but fulfilled, by en- 
thusiasm. Enthusiasm does not imply the absence of 
common sense. Enthusiasm does not destroy the 
reasoning powers. It is not a delusion, a folly, nor an 
extravagance. It is consistent with the coolest exer- 
cise of judgment. It is a fire within the sou]—a fire of 
love—an ardor of conviction. It is being in earnest in 
what we believe and do, and only earnestness, says the 
wise man, makes life endurable. 

We must love our work in order to do it well. 
Without love all labor is mere drudgery; with it, it 
becomes art. The best definition of art that I know is, 
“Doing anything as well as it can be done.”’ But we 
shall never do anything as well as it can be done until 
we love to do at. 

To be interested in things for their own sake is the 
secret of all true greatness. Sooner or later this suc- 
ceeds. Every new reform in its morning is surround- 
ed by a mist of unpopularity, which makes it look like 
a portent of evil in men’s eyes. But as the sun rises 
the mists are lifted, and it is seen as it really is. Then 
those who have served it from love, when there was no 
hope of any speedy triumph, have the satisfaction of 
seeing its success. 

Now, there is nothing which gives so much interest 
to life as the enthusiasm of Christian faith. It makes 
the world full of God—full of meaning, purpose, value. 
It makes all things good, as coming from him. The 
laws of nature, without God, are relentless, despotic, 
terrible. They work on coldly, with no regard to the 
life and happiness of creation. But when we see some- 
thing divine in this vast order, then natural law is 
transfigured and glorified. 

Natural laws and physical laws are fulfilled by the 
love of God. They are filled with meaning, and be- 
come always more interesting, as we perceive that 
everywhere love fulfills law. Science has no aim, no 
end, no meaning, unless filled by a divine love. The 
law of duty does nothing perfect until inspired by this 
high enthusiasm; then it is fulfilled in the beauty of 
holiness. 

What is it which makes man the master of the 
earth? Not his physical forces, nor the keenness of 
his senses, for in these he is inferior to other creatures. 
It is his personal power, which includes thought, will, 
and love. It is that mysterious divine personality in 
each of us which makes a perfect unit of the soul, 
bringing into harmony our purpose, our belief, our 
knowledge, our hope, our affection. This personality 
in man is the secret of his power. 

God, as the highest being, can not have less person- 
ality than man, though he may have infinitely more. 
He can not have less intelligence than man, or less of 
love, or less of will, but something corresponding to all 
these, though so much greater as to be beyond our power 
of gomprehensjon, Byt by these powers in ourselves 
we can commune with him, and find his presence iQ 
nature and the soul, 
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The religion of Jesus rests on the manifestation of 
God in nature, but he adds to this natural faith a 
higher insight. Natural religion bows iu awe before 
the immensity of being; sees a perfect reason in all 
things; adores the incomprehensible Infinite, and 
trusts in aD all-controlling wisdom.

The Eel River Christian Conference met in its forty- 
first annual session at Warren, Indiana, August 13, 1884.

We gain this year several 
hundred members. Two new churches were added— 
North Manchester and a church in Wells County, organ- 
ized by Bro.

Merom College was represented by E. Mudge, presi- 
dent, and A. Godley, agent. The wants of the college 
were remembered. 

The Publishing House was not represented, but there 
were ministers present as agents to take subscriptions 
for the good old HERALD. 

We believe that the churches generally supplied them- 
selves with preaching for the year. 

The report on temperance shows arising up among the 
people on this leading subject. A rising and unanimous 
vote was had. It was a live vote. 

The Sabbath-school report received due attention, 
showing an increased interest on this subject.

Also recommended that an intermediate help be 
published, ranking between the Little Teacher and the Teach- 
ers’ Guide and Scholars’ Help. 


Report on Education. 

The Committee on Education reported favorably all our in- 
stitutions of learning, and urged the ministry toshow them- 
selves workmen that need not be ashamed. They called at- 
tention to the pressing needs of Le Grand Christian Institute, 
and by amendment it was decided to take two collections in 
the churches within the next six months in favor of the insti- 
tute; also, thatan agent be appointed in each church to work 
in the interest of the school.

it. We would rather have a small ex- 
chequer than a degraded people.”

All temperance organizations are work- 
ing unitedly to help onward the grand 
reform. A prominent lawyer of New- 
port, whose business calls him to many 
parts of the state, says, ‘‘The change is 
wonderful. The light of truth is break- 
ing beautifully over the dark ground.” 

There never was such an hour as this 
before the American people. Every 
home and heart has been touched by the 
power of God. How much we need a 
national party that will join the North 
and South; how much we need a national 
question that will wipe away the tears 
and blood, and blot out the sorrows of 
the past; a great question which shall 
reach the heart-level and home-level of 
this continent. There is power enough
